In infancy and childhood sleep 
is more important than any other 
time of life. Good sleeping habits 
should be cultivated from the time 
of birth and persisted in. It is pos- 
sible that if children were taught 
good sleeping habits, there would 
not be so much insomnia In later 
life. It is the opinien of many 
physicians that a baby should 
sleep 20 out of each 24,hours. This 
requires a careful sleep program 
and his sleeping time should be 
regulated by the clock. 

Noises do not disturb most. 
healthy children, though some 
highly nervous children are wak- 
ened by sounds, but our effort 
should be to teach them to sleep 
during all usual noises. As we grow 
older the same regularity in slecp- 
ing time will help prevent slcep- 
lessness.

Saute 1 chopped onion in 3 
ounces butter and when light 
brown add 1 cup’ washed rice. 
Cook, stirring occasionally for 5 
minutes, then add 1 cup chicken 
broth. Allow the rice to cook slowly 
25 minutes, stirring frequently. 
Now add 3 more ounces butter, 
grated parmesan cheese, 1 can 
white truffles (or mushrooms) 
with their liquid, allowing to cook 
until the cheese is melted and the 
truffles are cooked. This makes a 
satisfying one-dish meal. Some- 
times sauted chicken livers are 
added. 

Bisque Alla Creme 

Put 2 cups water, 6 ounces butter 
and 1 ounce sugar into a saucepan. 
and let. come to a boil. Add 7 
ounces sifted flour and a pinch of 
salt and. cook: about .3. minutes. 
The batter should be very thick 
and smooth. Let cool fer 10 min- 
utes, then add 3 eggs, one at @ 
time, beating after each addition. 
Pour into a-pastry bag and squéeze 
it into rings on buttered white 
paper. F'ry these doughnut-shaped 
rings in hot fat, drain thoroughly 
and sprinkle with powdered sugar. 
Serve with a wine-flavored boiled 
custard in the holes in the center. 

Arroz Con Pollo 

Saute a tender young chicken 
in °4 cup hot olive oil in a éasse- 
role until lightly browned. Add a 
clove of garlic chopped, 2 onions 
and 1 green pepper, chopped, and 
Jet cook 2 minutes longer. Add 4 
tomatoes cut into small dice, cook 
3 minutes, then add cayenne pep- 
per to season, 1% cups washed 
rice, 3 cups chicken broth and a 
few grains of saffron. Cover and 
bake in a moderate oven until the 
rice is teénder—about half an hour.
